Will Be Held Again 


Academy Instructors Will 
Next Year 
Two Symposit 


So many requests have been made for the 
continuance of the program of Evening 
Study Groups, the courses for adults held at 
Phillips Academy last winter, that those who 
have been directing this project wish to make 
the following announcement, : 

he project will be continued and will be 
scheduled for the winter months. Classes will 
commence on January 6th, 7th, and &th and 
will be held each week for nine weeks, meeting 
on Mondays from 7:15 to 8:15 o'clock and en 
Tuesdays and Wednesdays from 7:30 to 8:30 
and from 8:45 to 9:45, Courses in the fine arts, 
science, history, literature, and the modern 
languages will be offered again next year. 

Two symposiums will be included in the 
program. One will be biographical in content 
and centered around a study of the lives of 
such great men as Plato, Isaac Newton, 
Pasteur, Lincoln and Mussolini. The other 
symposium will be sociological in nature and 
will afford an opportunity to study a town 
like Andover from the point of view of popu- 
lation, health and disease, recreation, educa- 
tion, and community organization. These 
sympesiums will be given by two groups of 
men, some of whom’ are members of the 
Academy faculty and some of whom will be 
enlisted from the outside. A descriptive 
pamphlet giving information about each 
course will be issued early in the fall. 


Joint Concert First 
Time in 25 Years 


People interested in music have been asked 
if they remember when Abbot Academy and 
Phillips Academy last had a joint concert. 
No one has been sure, but diligent research 
in the records of Abbot has been rewarded. 
On May 6, 1910 The Townsman published 
the following comment, 

“The Choral service which was held in the 
Chapel last Sunday evening proved to be 
delightful to all who attended. The large 
chorus choir, made up of pupils of Phillips 
Academy and the students of Abbot Acad- 
emy rendered three anthems with remark- 
able success. 

The entire service was one which was 
highly enjoyed, and it is to be hoped that a 
similar one can be held in the not far distant 
future.” 

At that time, Preofessor Joseph Ashton of 
Punchard avenue was Director of Music in 
both schools. The Choral Service was held on 
May 1, at 7.30 in the Phillips Academy 
Chapel. 

The Townsman’s hope that a similar ser- 
vice might be held in the not far distant fu- 
ture is about to be fulfilled,—after twenty- 
five years. On Wednesday evening, May sth, 
again in the Phillips Academy Chapel,— 
though it is a new one,—the choral organiza- 
tions of the two schools, under the auspices 
of Dr. Pfatteicher and Mr. Howe, will give a 
joint concert. The program will be an- 
nounced next week, and it is expected that a 
large group of music lovers will come to- 
gether to celebrate this renewal of musical 
cooperation between the two schools.

to the reduction of the fare on our buses 
between Andover Square and Shawsheen 
Village from ten to five cents, has had our 
serious consideration and we have come to 
the conclusion that it would be impossible 
for us to make this reduction, 

We have taken checks of the number of 
persons riding between Andover Square and 
Shawsheen Village on an average of 1276 
passengers per week and the various rates of 
fare at a revenue of $113.34 per week. On 
this basis if we charged a Sc fare for each of 
these passengers we would collect $64.80 or 
$49.54 less. We find that in order to break 
even if we were to put a Se fare in effect we 
would have to get 142 new passengers per 
day or 991 additional passengers per week. 

Our observations have been that, due to 
the comparatively few persons that walk this 
distanc e, we could not hope to obtain enough 
riders to break even if this was to be made a 
five cent zone 

We have as you know a 14-ride for $1,00 
ticket that may be used between the Law- 
rence-Andover Line and Porter Road, mak- 
ing the fare 7.14 cents per ride, this being the 
ticket that is used throughout the City of 
Lawrence, 

Our company has been trying out 5 cent 
fare zones in the thickly settled sections of 
several of the cities served by our Company 
and these zones have in all cases been within 
an easy walking distance from the City 
pore and only where there is a large popu- 
ation and where our checks show that there 
are a large number of persons walking who 
with the 5 cent fare may be changed to car 
riders. 

In the towns outside of this area and be- 
yond an easy walking distance from the 
center of the city, we believe we would lose 
money in every instance if the fare was 
changed to 5 cents.
